The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upen 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may, 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect a 
house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or, stony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for cultivation under 
certain conditions.

GET ALONG WITHOUT WATER 


Rabbits and Other Animals on the 
Southwestern Desert Have Never 
Been Known to Drink. 

A curious fact in connection with 
animal life on the deserts of the 
southwest is that rabbits, quail, squir- 
rels, deer, antelope, the mountain 
sheep, and any number of reptiles and 
insects, live at great distances from 
visible water. The jack rabbit is spe- 
cially notable in this respect; 
moreover, flourishes in regions with- 
out a partiele of green food in sight 

for miles and miles. 

Westerners assert that the jack rab- 
bit may be found, happy and fat, 
spending the day under a scrap of 
bush that makes little more shade 
than a fishnet. His skin is as porous 
as a piece of buckskin, and the heat 
is sufficient to evaporate every drop 
of blood in his body; yet he seems to 
get on very nicely. 

Californians aver that no one has 
ever seen a jack rabbit drink. Those 
who have camped for days on the 
deserts in vicinities where the only 
water for miles round was to be 
found, and with rabbits everywhere, 
declare that never does one of the 
little fellows come to the springs to 
drink. Men have even gone so far as 
to examine the margins of water- 
holes in those districts, with never 
a track of the rabbit disclosed be- 
yond where the grass grew. 

One man tells of a raid of rabbits 
one summer that was beyond all con- 
ception by an eastener. The animals 
were so bold thet they would come 
in before sundown. The _ irrigation 
ditches maintained by this man con- 
tained the only water to be found for 
leagues. He was irrigating sixty 
acres alone, and was up at daylight 
and on the ground till dark, when 
rabbits by the dozen were trying to 
get at the alfalfa; but, during the 
three months of extreme heat that 
then prevailed, when rabbits poured 
in on him from the dry hills, he de- 
clares that never was one of them 
seen to touch the water.—The Sun- 
day Magazine. 
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Photographic Power of Wood. 

Experiments recently made have 
shown that a section of a tree trunk, 
or of a branch, cut across the grain, 
possesses the power to impress upon 
a photographic plate in the dark a dis- 
tinct image of itself, plainly showing 
the rings of growth. There is a great 
difference in the intensity of this pow- 
or among difterent kinds of wood, Tha 
conifers (pines and firs) possess {it in 
high degree.

Iron In Plants. 

Experiments are under way at the 
agricultural bacteriological station in 
Vienna to increase the quantity of 
‘iron carried in certain plants, with a 
view to the effect on the human 
system when those plants are used 
‘as food. Artificially prepared foods 
containing iron do not always produce 
the desired effect, because the iron 
is not completely assimilated. This 
difficulty, it is thought, may be 
avoided by causing plants to take up 
an increased quantity of fron during 
their natural growth. By adding 
hydrate of iron to the soil in which 
it was growing, the experimenters 
have succeeded in producing spinach 
containing a percentage of iron seven 
times as grent as that found in ordi- 
nary spinach. It is believed that the 
process will prove successful with 
other ferruginous plants.

NOW, MEN ARIZ CARING FOR 

THEIR WIVES AND CHILDREN. 

My town was one of the worst 
whisky towns in North Carolina, 
before we had state-wide prohibition. 
The butchers tell me they sell more 
beefsteak and chops and roasts, four 
times over, than before, because now 
the men are buying things to eat 
instead of things to drink. The bank- 
ers tell me that the savings depart- 
ment has increased two-fold; the dry 
goods man tells me the same thing, 
and the clothing man tells me he is 
selling clothing to men who had nev- 
er bought a suit of clothes before in 
all their lives. Go ‘to;Sam Reynolds; 
he has 5,000 men and boys on_ his 
pay-roll. Sam Reynolds says, ‘We 
always pay off our men in checks, 
and under the old rule of Hquor in 
North Carolina, we would pay off 
our men on Saturday night and 
Monday or Tuesday the checks would 
cons back, endorsed, over half of 
them, by the saloon men. But now 
they come back ertdorsed by ‘ the 
grocer and the butcher and the bank- 
er and the dry goods man. And un- 
der the old practice the men 
wouldn’t get over their drunk by 
Monday or Tuesday and they rarely 
got back to business before then, but 
now they come back bright and 
early on Monday morning; they are 
earing for their wives and children, 
saving what they have got. We 
woulln’t go back to the old rule for 
anything on the face of the earth.” 
And that is the testimony from the 
state of North Carolina. 

There is a county in my state 
that perhaps some have heard of, 
because we set great store by that 
county—that is the county of Meck- 
lenburg. North Carolina claims that 
on May 20, 1775, over a year before 


ence on the Fourth of July, 1776, 
a little yeoman band met. in Char 
lotte, in Mecklenburg county, and de- 
elared this’ nation of ours forever 
free and independent of the wrongs 
and oppressions of Great Britain. 

Rut they made a grander Declara- 
tion of Independence. Sixteen years 
ago (1889), in that same county of 
Mecklenburg, in that same city of 
Charlotte, on May 20, the women 
and men of Mecklenburg county met 
in convention assembled and declared 
that henceforth and forever no more 
should there be a drop of liquor 
manufactured or sold in the county 
of Mecklenburg! At that time there 
were saloons from one end of the 
county to the other. There were dis- 
tilleries and breweries, everywher 
and there was shame and there was 
ruin and there was death and devas- 
tation all about. Scareely a decent 
church outside the city; scarcely a 
good road to be found in all that 
fountry. How is it today? Great 
churches raising their spires to 
heaven; school houses built where 
boys and girls are trained to be 
men and woren worthy of the state 
and nation; good roads from one 
end of the county to the other; not 
a galoon in all that county, but in- 
stead more cotton factories than n 
any other county in North Carolina. 
It is not only, according to area 
and population, the richest county 
in my state, but the richest county 
south of the Mason and Dixon line. 
What made it? Bocause women and 
men stood for humanity, stood for 
God, and turned their money into 
beneficial channels and not into 
degradation and crime and sin and 
shame. 


MAJORITY OF 45,352 FOR CON- 
STITUTIONAL PROHIBITION, 


That was sixteen years ago. They 
caught the contagion from county to 
county, and they drove it, out in 
every place in North Carolina except 
about seventeen or cighteen counties, 
where they were so. strongly fortified 
we couldn’t make any impression on 
them. Then the men and women of 
my state arose as it were as one 
nan and petitioned me, as governor 
of the state, to submit the question 
of state-wide prohibition to tke peo- 
ple of North Carolina, so that the 
whole state would have a voice in 
controlling those towns that, not only 
were a curse to themselves, but were 
bringing misery and shame upon 
the entire state. T called the legis- 
lature together in extra session; T 
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leaving it to the people. They said, 
“Ves, let the people rule.’’ And they 
submitted the question of state-wide 
prohibition to the people of North 
Carolina. T shall never forget it as 
long as I live. Lying there one 
night in my bed, a still, small voice 
whispered to me, just as distinctly ag 
T am talking to you here tonight, 
and said to me, ‘Robert B. Glenn, 
governor of North Carolina, rise! 
rise! and go forth and tell my peo- 
ple to drive out this curse of the 
manufacture and sale of strong drink 
from. their borders.”’ And T heard 
that small voice and listened to the 
command of my God, and on the 
mountain top, by the great sea, by 
the lake side, and on the plain, in 
one: hundred and cight speeches, aid- 
ed by the strongest Republicans to 
be found in the state, the strongest 
Democrats, the strongest white men, 
the strongest black men, we went 
out battling for God and tensperance 
and the right. And when the vote 
was taken, on May 26, 1907, thank 
God, North Carolina declared for 
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‘spend. on account of the -liquor. for 


‘ladded crime, for poverty and insan-

people of my state tomorrow as to 


how they would vote, they would 
cut out the saloon by 150,000 major- 
ity, for they have..tasted all the 
sweets of temperance and we will 
never go back to the idols of drunk- 
enness and sin. 

But my opponents tell me, ‘‘There 
is another argument that you cannot 
answer. If you could, we should all 
be prohibitionists.’’ What is that? 
“Prohibition won't prohibit.” Did 
you ever hear that? The brewers 
and manufacturers say that prohibi- 
tion won't prohibit. They say fur- 
ther that when a state gets prohibi- 
tion there is more liquor sold than 
ever was sold before. If these brew- 
ens and distillers believed that, they 
would every one of them be out 
working for prohibition with all 
their might, instead of spending their 
money to defeat it! 

While prohibition doesn't absolute- 
ly prohibit, it lessens the traffic. 
The greatest evidence of that is the 
letter written by the Internal Reven- 
ue collector to the Senate of the 
United States. They addressed a let- 
ter to him and asked him what would 
be the amount. that coull reasonably 
be expected from the tax on brandy 
and whisky and beer and_ other 
liquors. He replied, ‘‘On avcount of 
prohibition in the South last year 
the tax fell off $5,290,000, and this 
year it will fall off $7,000,000 from 
the South, and if Indiana and Ohio 
and Kentucky and Tinois continie 
to go for prohibition, I cannot tell 
what it will do.” This shows 
whether prohibition prohibits or not.

And yet because the laws against 
liqror do not. absolutely prohibit 
every sale, you find these men going 
all over the country saying, ‘‘Let, us 
huve an open town, open country, 
and open state.’’ I went down to 
make an address in one of my coun- 
ties where prohibition, they said, 
wasn’t being enforced. They told 
me the sheriff wasn’t doing his duty, 
and very foolishly he sat in the 
“Amman corner.’’

One was 
worth $15,000. He asked, ‘Would 
you take a $5,000 fine and let me 
off?’

They took the case to the supreme 
court. The supreme court would not 
reverse it. They asked me if T would 
pardon them. T would not. IT said, 
“You have been destroying the hom- 
es and hearts and hopes of the men 
and women around that town for 
years, and you have been warned 
and warned to stop, and for the next 
two years you have got to wear the 
stripes and break rock on the ‘roads 
of North Carolina.’’

THE GRAND OLD 
BRITISH FLEET. 


We are prone to find fault 
the British fleet for its 
inaction, and we hear from time to 
time impatient remarks that our 
ships are not exerting themselves as 
they should. But we must not for- 
get our navy has done all it set out 


with 


to do, namely, control the seas, and: 


not one® single naval expert has 
found fault with the splendid work 
accomplished by our battle ships. 
What sea control means to the 
Allies is described in the following 
words: “They receive munitions, 
“food and supplies from all quar- 
“ters of the globe; their credit re- 
‘“‘mains sustained, their armies con- 
“tinue to be transported over seas ; 
‘“whereas the ports of their enemies 
“neniain closed, their foreign comm 
“merce remains in abeyance, their 
“‘fleets are confined to their own 
“ports, and they are thrown almost 
“entirely upon their own resourced 
‘for munitions, food and zupplies of 
“every kind for both their military | 
‘forces and their civil population.’ 
Admiral Fletcher says that the Brit- 
ish navy has accomplished all it set 
out to do. As long as the German 
fleet remtains bottled up it is as use- 
less to Germany as though it were 
at the bottom of the ocean. These 
experts and others interviewed at 
Washington agree that, while sub- 
marines, within their limithtions, 
are a highly efficient weapon of war- 
fare, they cannot unaided maintain 
warfare against a modern fleet. The

By no process of reasoning can it

da that is appearing in a section of 
the press at the present time is fair 
or healthy. It is intended to dis- 
credit the Government, to make it 
appear that the country is badly 
served by the men in office. 

No one can argue that the nation 
is served by this criticism. Tt is as 
wild, hysteric and unfair as was tho 
assault on the Canadian boot and 
shoe industry not long ago, which 
went up in smoke in due time on the 
floor of Parliament, where  state- 
ments cannot be made unless they 
are supported by evidence. 

It is a solemn fact that one-half of 
the press of Canada has for some 
months adopted an attitude of ratl- 
ing at the Government which could 
not be made more intense if a 
general election had been in progress. 
Strange to say, coupled with this 
criticism has been a protest against 
the holding of a general election. The 
country has seen the critics as busy 
at disturbing tactics as they could 
be in the event of a general election, 
while the same crities cried out 
against action such as they were 
busily engaged in performing! 

In time of war, the public does 
not regard the Government of the 
country in such a way as to permit 
of harsh criticism such as has ‘been 
forthcoming front many sources of 
late. Crities will not attack the 
Government in war time with impun- 
ity when their criticism has no basis 
in fact. The party which lends its 
endorsation to such a policy is not 
gaining any ground. 


LAKE ROUTH TO 
EASTERN CANADA. 


On June 19th the Grand Trunk 
Pacific Lake Route between Western 
and Bastern Canada will be opened 
for the summer season.

A letter From 
~ feD. McMorris 


(Stettler Indo Tndapendeht) » 
May 25th, 1915. 
Dear Drinnan : 

There is so much that I might: 
write about of interest at.the pres 
ent time, that 1 ans at a loss to 
know what would be of most interust. 
to friends in Gadsby, but think per- 
haps a few explanations about the 
organization of our forces in Franco 
and Belgium might help to a clear 
understanding of Sir J. French’s tac- 


Each army is made up of two or 
more army corps consisting of two 
divisions each.. A division has a fir- 
ing line strength of about 1,200 rifl- 
es, besides artillery, machin3 guns, 
transport, medical corps, ete. The 
division is subdivided into brigades, 
etc. 

Generally speaking, the work. of the 
first army since March has been offen- 
sive and that of the second army 
has been defensive, except in tho 
operation around Hill 60, where on 
a frontage of less than 250 yards. 
over 3,000 of the best soldiers of our 
armies fell in an effort to wrest this 
strategic point from the enemy. 

The 27th Division, to which our 
battalion is attached, has always 
been with the 2nd army. ’ The 
Canadian Division was attached to. 
the 2nd army when first sent over, 
but about April first was moved to 
the extreme left of the British line 
under Smith Dorrien. 

On account of the strong urd in- 
tricate system of entrenchments 
built by both sides, infantry attacks 
in the old way are simply impos- 
sible. There are, however, various 
methods of storming the trenches in 
offensive operations. 

The British method at Neuve Chap- 
pelle is the most common, that is, 
large numbers of guns are massed 
within range of the front to be at- 
tacked. Then at the appointed time 
a destructive bombardment is open- 
ed and continucd until the enemy’s 
defences are destroyed. The line is 
then rushed and the operation is easy 
or hard according as the artillery 
has done its work. 

Another way is by mining operar 
tions, as was done at Hill 60. This: 
Hill had previously been 5 _ times 
taken by the French and 5 times re- 
taken by the Germans. When we 
took over that part of the line we 
at once began mining operations. 
The Monmouths supplied — skilled 
miners who tunnelled out from our 
lines until they reached the hilb. 
They then ran the tunnel up under 
the German trench and mined it 
with gun cotton. Seven such minas 
were laid without detections and ex- 
ploded at 7 p.m. one evening. The | 
whole side was blown off and our | 
men rushed up in the confusion and {J 
took possession of what was left, ; 
making prisoners of the few who had 
not been killed. 

The enemy of course immediatelg 
sent up their supports and the fight- 
ing went on with varying success. 
The casualties were very ‘great, 
eopany after company being wiped 
out. 

A third way of attack is by sap- 
ping. A sap isia deep ditch dug out 
towards the enemy’s trench. You 
sap as close to him as_ possible. 
Then they throw bombs and grenad- 
es from the saphead into his trench 
until it is abandoned by him. The 
Germans are very successful in this 
mode of attack and have bombed 
what was left of us out of more 
than one trench. 

In fighting around Ypres this sum- 
mer the Germans have made use ofa 
new form of attack, viz., gas, by 
which they have gained some ground 
in that vicinity. 

I believe our men are in a_ vosi- 
tion at present to meeti even poison- 
ed air, and no doubt we shall pres 
ently make use of the same weapon |f 
in our offensive work.
